GREAT RAILWAY STATIONS ARE 
ABSOLUTELY DE- 
SEATED

London. May 4.— The largest city 
in the world awoke this morning to 
find itself as helpless as any little 
roadside hamlet. 
Confident 
yesterday 
that 
there 
would be an eleventh hour settle­ 
ment of the general strike. London 
seemed really amazed today to 
Its 
transportation facilities at a stand­ 
still. 


Starting at 4 and 5 A. lf. workers 
of all ages and walks of life began 
trudging toward their dally tasks in 
the city. 
At 6 A. M. a United Press corres­ 
pondent. chartering one of the few 
automobiles in 
the streets, toured 
the circle bordered by 
the 
great 
railroad terminals of King’s Cross, 
Liverpool street, Euston, Victoria and 
Waterloo stations. 
Regardless of whether the strike 
continues, it has started with com­ 
plete effectiveness. 
Straggling workers were afoot for 
the most part, but bicycles, motor­ 
cycles and all manners of wagons 
and carts passed by in fantastic pro­ 
cession. 
One old woman without 
strength to walk any distance was 
wheeled by her son in a baby car­ 
riage. 
The automobile Is not the vehicle 
of the office man or workman here. 
It is only the wealthy, who, rolling 
to work in their cars, can scorn the 
effects of the general strike. Beyond 
a few “pirate” non-union omnibusses 
the streets were completely free of 
the 5,000 busses 
which 
regularly 
qijoke London's thoroughfsr6s/-Tr&|h

trances j;o the subways are closed as 
though tinder quarantine. * •

Hundreds of weary trampers stop­ 
ped their march at coffee halls for 
refreshments. 
Ona tall, white hair­ 
ed man, pausing to gulp a cup of 
coffee, said: 
“I've done seven miles since 5:30 
and I’ve got 30 minutes in which to 
do two more. 
Watch me make ’em.” 
The sight of two girls 
on 
one 
motorcycle, one riding on the pillion 
seat, elicited a cheer from the walk­ 
ing crowds. 
The strike has resulted in the ap­ 
pearance of the “six seater” motor­ 
cycle, its cargo consisting 
of 
the 
driver, two on the pillion seat and 
three in a side car. 
A business center which 
seemed 
unaffected was the Convent Garden 
area, London's distributing 
center 
for vegetables, fruits and 
flowers. 
At the stalls workers were all busy 
and cheerful, anticipating a record 
business from housewives 
stocking 
their larders against a shortage of 
foodstuffs. 
At 9:30 the streets In all direc­ 
tions were black with 
pedestrians, 
cyclists and motor cars streaming to 
work from the suburbs two to ten 
miles distant. 
Government officials estimate thet 
there are 6,000,000 bicycles in Eng­ 
land and it appeared today that all 
were concentrated here. They swept 
the streets in flocks. 
Roller skates were pressed 
into 
service to expedite travel. 
Not only 
boys, but dignified men 
going 
to 
work In the husness district sped by 
on the tiny rollers. 
The effect of the strike was prob­ 
ably most noticeable at the bridges 
of th e Thames over which a throng 
of humanity poured 
steadily,

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THE KATTE NEESON BIOGRAPHY 


We have followed with interest the Knute Nelson biography 
published in the Minneapolis Sunday Tribune. 
Martin W. Od- 
land is the author. 
The installments are now gradually coming 
to the point when Nelson had aspirations for a seat in congress. 
In chapter VI Odland pays a tribute to the country editor in 
these words: 
“May God bless the country editor! 
“He is the salt of the earth which he frequently proves by 
saying bitter things. 
His brothers of the metropolitan press de­ 
light in poking fun ai his naivete or simplicity, at his painstaking 
enumeration of the thousand and one little things that make up 
the life of his community; but he does a far more important work 
than these clever writers imagine. 
“The country editor not only holds the mirror up to nature, 
as was said of the poet, but he is the faithful historian of his com­ 
munity. 
From day to day, from week to week, he records the 
events that seem almost ridiculously trivial at the time, but which 
decades, generations and centuries hence will be searched with 
eager interest by future historians and investigators. 
And the 
historical societies, like that of our own state, are giving an in­ 
valuable service to posterity by preserving copies of all these pa­ 
pers and keeping them accessible to all.” 
“If Alexandria, Minnesota, had not almost from its incep­ 
tion, been blessed with one or more good local newspapers, it 
would be nearly impossible today to write a complete and accu­ 
rate history of the life of Knute Nelson.” 
In his campaign for state senator “ Mr. Nelson was elected 
because of his superior ability as a lawyer and campaigner and, 
very likely because of the large scandinavian vote in the counties 
of Douglas, Pope and Grant, especially, gave him a decisive ma­ 
jority, and that was overwhelmingly Norwegian. 
Nelson carried 
very likely because of the large Scandinavian vote in the counties 
Kindred in 1882.” 
We expect Brainerd and Crow Wing county to be mentioned 
when the historian takes up the memorable Nelson-Kindred bat­ 
tle waged for a congressional seat. Nelson delivered several cam­ 
paign speeches at Brainerd and vicinity and as we recall old tim­ 
ers tell it, Nelson dressed iii the plain garb of a woodsman and 
immediately caught the fancy of his hearers. 
Elmer Adams of Fergus Falls, we believe, at one time pub­ 
lished interesting sidelights on this memorable campaign and the 
State Historical society embodied his observations in a pamphlet 
treasured in its archives. 


RAIL RATES ATTACKED 


preferential class 
ICf, 
O p p o s it io n to the discriminatory and 
freight rates in Minnesota, resulting from the so-called cargo 
and Watertown decisions of the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
is still in evidence and this jumble in such rates has been seized 
upon by the truck companies as an excuse for pushing their own 
business in competition with the railroads. 
Brainerd, like Little Falls and Crookston and other towns is 
in the territory affected by these adverse rail rates made effec­ 
tive by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
As quoted from 
the Sunday Minneapolis Journal, for the first time iii the proceed­ 
ings, attorneys representing the truck line operating companies 
at the hearing in the twin cities, attempted to show through tes­ 
timony that because of the present chaotic conditions of rail 
freight rates with three levels of rates now iii effect, the trucks 
should be regarded as vital to the shippers. 
“When Joseph Edell, traffic manager of the Murphy Trans­ 
fer & Storage Company, was on the stand testifying on behalf of 
his company, which seeks to establish a co-ordinated, standard­ 
ized system of truck service in Minnesota, he was asked by 
Charles T. Murphy, attorney of the Murphy company, if he had 
knowledge of the steam line rate in Minnesota. 
He described the 
effect of the so-called Fargo and Watertown decisions and showed 
that the rate for less than carlot shipments, for instance, from 
Stillwater to Little Falls is less than, from Minneapolis to Little 
Falls. 
He outlined proposed rates of his company, which are 
down on the distance tariff basis prescribed by the state, and in­ 
dicated that in truck service shippers would obtain relief. 
Railroads objected to this line of testimony on the ground 
that proof of necessity and convenience for truck service could 
not be made to hinge on comparison with railroad rates which 
must be regarded as temporary. Mr. Murphy, however, said that 
existing rates are vitally important in proving the truck lines’ 
case and he did not agree that the present rail rates on class 
freight are necessarily temporary.” 
A ray of hope creeps out of this objection of the railroads. 
If these discriminatory and preferential class freight rates in 
Minnesota, on less than carlots, are only temporary, as asserted 
by the railroads, the time will come when such rates will be re­ 
stored to the previous normal basis and will put Brainerd back in 
lier regular classification.

FORCEFUL SETTLEMENT OF 
INDUSTRIAL DISPUTE 


“NO HUMAN MIND CAN IMAGINE 
STRIKE COSTS.” SAYS SIR 
MOND 
ny MINOTT SAUNDERS 
(United Press Staff Correspondent) 
London, 
May 4.— Great 
Britain 
embarked today on a great experi­ 
ment of forceful settlement of an in­ 
dustrial dispute which may easily 
cleat a billion dollar loss before it 
is ended by the defeat of one side or 
tho oilier. 
“ No human mind could imagine 
the cost of the strike to the nation," 
Sir Alfred Mom!, one of B ritain’s 
foremost industrialists and 
politi­ 
cians. told the United Press today. 
He waved the billion dollar figure 
aside and put tile cost beyond b u­ 
rian contemplation. 
“Certainly,” he continued, “ it will 
cost an enormous amount, of money, 
but it is impossible to give a near 
estimate as the cost depends on tin 
length of the strike.” 
The r>,OOO,OOO bread winners 
of 
from 10,000,000 to 15,000,000 per­ 
rons have stopped the source of their 
incomes, but hunger, sickness, the

had $20,000,000 in its war 
chest. 
The scheduled allotments to strikers 
is 20 shillings, about $5 per week, 
with a small allowance for depend­ 
ents.

Beyond the three week limit, pro­ 
longation of the strike would prob­ 
ably depend on whether labor’s co­ 
operative stores would extend credit 
to strikers. 
In the event of a prolonged strike 
this question of extension of credit 
by the co-operative stores might be­ 
come the turning point for the work­ 
ers. 
The attitude of labor toward the 
duration of the strike w as-revealed 
to the United 
Press 
by- Herbert 
Tracey, one of labor’s spokesmen: 
“I know nothing of definite plans 
for provisioning the strikers,” 
lie 
told the United Press, '‘beyond the 
declaration of the general council of 
the Trades Union congress that the 
congress stands ready 
to 
advance 
funds to needy unions as required 
until the last penny of the reserve 
is exhausted. 
The congress will al­ 
so aid financially in the establish­ 
ment of soup kitchens.”
